3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art searched and cited and subsequently discussed with applicant failed to teach or 
fairly suggest an ion detector and method for use in a mass spectrometer, said ion 
detector having one or more microchannel plates, wherein in use ions are received 
at an input surface of said one or more microchaimel plates an output plates, said 
output surface having a first area; and electrons are released fi^om surface of said 
one or more microchannel an anode having a surface upon which electrons are 
received in use, said surface having a second area in combination with the 
remaining elements of claims 1 and 55. Claims 2-54 and 56 are allowable because 
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of their dependencies upon claims 1 and 55. US patent application 10/734,055 was 
discussed in regards to having a possible double patenting issue, the said 
anticipated issue would be overcome by way of the filed terminal disclaimer 
discussed above.
